It will not restrain 
the miners from continuing their 
strike for higher wages, a fifth

Coming as it did last night, 
Judge Keech’s decision on the

the White: House tomorrow. 

On receipt of that report, the 
Presidefit may instruct the Attor- 
ney General to obtain another 
type of injunction, under the na- 
tional emergency provisions of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. This would 
order. the miners back to the 
mines for 80 days on a. finding 
that their. strike constitutes a 
threat to the national health and 
safety. 

Effect of Injunction. 

The national-emergency injunc- 
tion offers the most immediate 
hope of resumption of coal min- 
ing, but the Judge Keech injunc- 
tion cuts the ground from under 
Lewis's basic contract demands 
and so is said to offer the best 
hope of providing- a. basis on 
which the union and the operators 
can ultimately come to agreement 
between themselves on the fdrm 
of a new contract. 

Judge Keech’s injunction is for 
an indefinite period. It will re- 
main in effect until the National 
Labor Relations Board tries the 
issues and reaches a decision on 
whether the four contract clauses 
which the court has found prob-

That process 
might take a year or more.

i LONDON, Feb. 10 (AP)—Klaus 
Fuchs, German-born _ British 
atomic scientist, confessed that 
for seven years he knowing- 
ly passed on to Soviet Rus- 
sia vital British-American atomic 
secrets, the prosecution told a 
British court today. 

Conceivably this could have in- 
cluded information not only on 
the atomic bomb but also the 


hydrogen super bomb. 

The Bow Street court ordered 
the 38-year-old Fuchs held for for- 
mal trial in Old Bailey criminal 
court at the session beginning 
Feb. 28 on two charges of violat- 
ing the Official. Secrets Acts. He 


Fuchs showed no sign of emo- 
tion as he was ordered held for 
trial. It was obvious that both 
he and his attorney, J. Thompson 
Halsall, were convinced in ad- 
vance that commitment for trial 
was inevitable. 

“Greatest Help to Russia.” 

Prosecutor T. Christmas Hum- 
phreys read a-statement he said 
Fuchs signed, confessing continu- 
ous contact with Russians from 
1942 to 1949 in the United States 
and Britain. 
| ‘Only a part of the statement 

read publicly in court. So 
are the secrets concerned 
(that the director of prosecutions 
said he was virtually certain the 
full text never would be made 
known to the public. He said, 
however, that the information 
passed on by Fuchs was of the 
“greatest possible help to Russia.” 

Fuchs, a repo self-admit- 
ted “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” 
among the master minds of the 
atom, accepted £100 (then $400) 
in 1946 “as a symbolic payment 
penis his subservience to the 
cause (of world Communism),” a 
Crown witness told the court. 

The presented tes- 
timony that he had admitted 
meeting Soviet or other agents 
and passing information to them 
in London, New York and Boston. 

The mild-mannered Fuchs, a 
wartime refugee from the Nazis, 
merely blinked his eyes behind 
his thick spectacles as Hum-

“Two-Compartment” Mind. 

Fuchs, in the statement offered 
by the prosecution, described 
himself as a “schizophrenic” (split 
personality) who had divided his 
mind into “two compartments.” 
One permitted him to carry on 
agreeable contacts with those 
around him at the Harwell atom 
plant. The other established him 
as a person completely independ- 
‘ent of the forces of ,

Dates of Contacts Given. 

Perrin said the giving of in- 
formation to Russia fell into four 
periods: The first between 1942 
and December 1943; the second 
between December 1943 and Au- 
gust 1944, when Fuchs was in 
New York: as a member of the 
British atomic energy diffusion 
commission; the third from Au- 
gust 1944 to the summer of 1946, 
when Fuchs was in a position to 
watch American activities in New 
Mexico, and the final period, 
from 1946 to 1949. 

Perrin said Fuchs made brief 
contacts at intervals of one or two 
months, to deliver the documents 
involved.’ Toward the end of his 
activities, when he began, appar- 
ently, to have doubts about Rus- 
sia, he gave less and less at longer 
intervals, the witness said. 

Perrin quoted Fuchs as saying 
that one contact with a Rus- 
sian agent was made at Boston, 
Mass., in February 1945. He said 
Fuchs volunteered this informa-/| H 
tion as Fuchs was questfoned at 
the War Office. 

The periodic and systematic 
contacts with Russian agents 
started at a somewhat later date, 
Fuchs’s statement said. 


Story of Questioning. 

Security Officer Skardon, tell- 
ing of his questioning of Fuchs 
at Harwell, testified: 

“He (Fuchs) said that he was. 
engaged in espionage from mid- 
1942 until about a year ago. 
There was a continuous passing 
of information relating to atomic 
energy at irregular but frequent 
meetings. He said his contacts 
were sometimes certainly Rus- 
sians but other were of unknown 
nationalities. He had realized he 
was carrying his life in his hands, 
but he had done this from the 
time of his underground days in 
Germany.

The prosecuting attorney an- 
nounced his decision in a public 
statement issued after consider- 
able delay and mounting criticism 
of the previous stand taken by his 
office. 

Mrs. Elvena Vogt and her 18- 
year-oid“tiaughter, Delsa, of 9501 
Upland drive, Affton, were’ killed 
last March 5 when struck in the 
8700 block of Gravois avenue by 
a machine driven by Raymond D. 
Hans, 5751 St. Louis avenue. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Fred Ripper said 
Hans told him he had been drink- 
ing and did not see the women 
because he was blinded by head- 
lights of an oncoming machine. 

The circuit court grand jury 
indicted Hans on two charges of 
manslaughter, but Watson nol- 
prossed the charges last month, 
shortly before the trial was sched- 
uled to open, on the ground that 
the prosecution lacked the testi- 
mony of witnesses who actually 
saw the accident. 

“The case should not have been 
dismissed without further in- 
vestigation,” Wallach declared, 
but he tempered his criticism of 
Watson “by adding, “However, 
after a very thorough re-investi- 
gation covering the past few 
days, no new evidence has been 
disclosed to strengthen our case 
materially.” 

The prosecuting attorney said 
the investigation will be contin- 

ued, and the case will be pre- 
sented to the next grand jury “in 
the hope.that careful examination 
of various witnesses under oath 
may disclose evidence’ on which 
the jury can return an indict- 
ment.” Some _ witnesses have 
ij proved “reluctant and evasive,”

Regional 
shortages are reported daily. 
Emergency in Massachusetts. 
Gov. Paul A. Dever declared a 
coal emergency in Massachusetts 
and named a state board to super- 
vise dwindling coal supplies. 

At Boston, officials said the 
city would have to declare a 
“brown-out,” closing all theaters, 
cafes and other non-essential us- 
ers, unless householders cut coal 
consumption drastically. 

The first actual “brown-out,” at 
Lahsing, Mich., was failing due 
to lack of co-operation. House- 
holders went along with a city re- 
quest to dim lights but most busi- 
ness firms failed to switch off ad- 
vertising signs. 

Indiana~ Labor Commissioner 
Thomas R. Hutson appealed to 
the state’s cities to order similar 
brown-outs but Gov. Henry 
Schricker sdid he considered the 
request as “premature” because 
only a few cities were suffering 
critical shortages. 

The biggest sufferers are the 
railroads that have coal-burning 
equipment. The Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad says it is down to 
a,five-d.y coal supply. _ 

The B.: & O.' furloughed 625 
shopmen today, bringing to 5105 
the total of the line’s idle which 
it attributes to the coal shortage. 

Situation on B.'& M. 

In New England; the Boston & 
Maine Railroad announced it is 
eliminating 162 pasenger trains, 
more than were stopped by any 
single slash in World War Il. 

The railroad did not have to 
comply with the ICC’s. original 
order*last month to cut service 
one-third because it had a 25- 


day coal supply. Now it has to 
reduce its service 50 per cent 
all at once. 

The ICC order this week di- 


| rected coal-burning passenger 


service to be cut in half and that 
cdal-burning freight service be 
cut 25 per cent.’ . 

. Rationing in Cities. ‘ 
The only bright spot in the 
railroad picture is that the num- 
ber of workers laid off now is low- 
er than in past coal strikes. That 
is because railroads have been 
converting from steam locomo- 
tives to the diesel units as fast 
as the diesels are available. 

Some big cities are rationing 
coal and most are keeping a close 
watch on developments to deter; 
mine when rationing will be 
necessary. 

For the most part there is little 
activity in the coal fields. Sporadic 
reports of violence have come 
from only two states—Kentucky 
and West Virginia.

Harvard Dean 
Calls Football 
‘Major Scandal’ 


EXETER, N.H., Feb. 10 (AP)— 
“No college can have a consistelt- 
ly top-notch, big-time football 
team ‘without buying it,” accord- 
ing to the dean of Harvard Col- 
lege. 

Speaking at Phillips Exeter 
Academy yesterday, Dean Wilbur 
J. Bender said: 

“A little canity is clearly need- | 
ed to make football again an ama-" 
teur college sport. This means 
no more recruiting, subsidizing of 
players. Organization of practice 
and schedules must be arranged 
so that they can fit into academic 
needs rather than vice versa. The 
college is not an annex. to a foot- 
ball team.” 

Bender explained he was ex- 
pressing his own views and not 
speaking for Harvard. 

Bender said of football—“This 
relatively minor college activity 
has in recent years become a ma- 
jor scandal which; in my opinion, 
threatens the integrity of Ameri- 
can college education.”

It is not necessary to agree with all the im- 
plications of this statement te have a consid- 
erable measure of sympathy for it. Secretary 
Acheson looks back on ‘a long list of instances 
of Soviet duplicity and non-co-operation. He 
knows the record of walkouts and broken prom- 
ises and frustrated efforts in the secretaryships 
of his postwar predecessors, Byrnes and Mar- 
shall. He can hear the ringing of the vetoes at 
UN and the diatribes of Vishinsky and Gromyko. 

Mr. Acheson says also that the United States 
should have no “self-reproach” in connection 
with the perfection of these new weapons of de- 
fense. This is a view which all Americans may 
share in good conscience. In a world so uncer- 
tain as this oné, a nation- with the leadership 
responsibilities of the United States would be 
faithless to its trust as well as foolhardy if it 
did not make the most of scientifie developments 
to protect its way of life. 


As for the Secretary's point that the Russians 
understand a policy of power, with that there 
can be no disagreement at all. The same sénti- 
ment has been expressed many times in these 
columns. Everyone knows for example, the 
story of the Berlin airlift. The Western Allies 
‘matched the Russian attempt'to freeze them out 
with greater determination not to be frozen out. 
When the Russians at last came to see that they 
were on the losing end, they backed down. The 
Western Allies stayed in Berlin. Other instances 
could be cited. . 

Notwithstanding this record, still another ef- 
fort should be made to come to an agreement 
with the Russians. Why should we try once 
more? . We quote from our editorial on the 
hydrogen bomb. decision: 

Such efforts have been useless in the past, 
they may be fruitless again. But so long as 
any possibility remains that something can 
be accomplished, there is every reason for 
trying. Even if the attempt fails, nothing will 
be lost... If it should succeed, the gain would 
be incalculable. 

Where we differ with Secretary Acheson is in: 
his statement that agreement “is not possible.” 
Certainly agreement has not been possible in the 
past and it may not be possible in the future. 
But let us be sure that however black the Rus- 
sian record may read, ours is as clean and fair 
as we know how to make it. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that people around 
the world are counting on the United States to 
avert the horror of atomic warfare.

The United States was not ‘the prime 
moyer in the UN resolution of 1946 calling 
for the withdrawal of ambassadors from 
Spain. The resolution which our delegates 


proposed merely contained a general con- 
demnation of the dictatorship of General 
Franco. : 


. Yet the fact that no ambassador had 
been appointed ‘to succeed Norman Armoy 
in Madrid, and that 
the had been 
va for a year, is 
said to have influ- 
enced materially the 
adoption of a with- 
drawal resolution. 

It. was, however, 
Russia (and her sa- J 
tellites) who kept 
tirelessly agitating 
the Spanish question - 
—simply to eat up 
valuable UN time Dean Acheson 
and direct attention elsewhere, while the 
U.S.S.R. pushed ahead in eastern Europe, 
besides getting back at Franco. In any 
case the United States simply went along 
with the majority. 


Two Reasons for Policy 


The cause of the Spanish people is not 
one to which this country is passionately 
committed. Nor do we look with favor 
upon the present Madrid regime. The ex- 


‘planation for Secretary Acheson's stating 


that this nt would support a re- 
pealing resolution by the General Assem- 
bly must be sought outside the Iberian 
Peninsula. 

There are stout denials of it, but one 
main reason for this extraordinary an- 
nouncement is military. Spain and Spanish 
North Africa would provide gdod air and 
maval bases for American forces once the 
Russian gauntlet is thrown down. 

The second reason has to do with our 
failure in China. The State Department 
wants to condition the American people to 
accept recognition of the Chinese Com- 
munist regime. The idea to get across is 
that diplomatic relations do not mean any 
moral or political approval whatever. 

While this action has brought aid and 
comfort to the Communist parties in West- 
ern Europe, substantiating an anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda line they have hitherto 
worked on in vain, it is within Spain itself 
that its effect is most catastrophic. © 


On the eve of the pronourcement, the 
Franco regime was at “an unusually low 
ebb. There had been a falling out with 
Peron over inability or unwillingness to 
pay past charges, so that Spain was cut 
off from direly needed shipments of Ar- 
géntine grain. 

Two successive poor harvests have grave- 
ly diminished an already insufficient basic 
food supply. And—what' was infinitely 
more serious for the General—leaders of 
the Army were rebellious over the shrink- 
ing state of their funds. 


- Case for Public Opinion 


Just at this moment, out of the blue, 
Secretary Acheson has intervened and 
Franco now enjoys a reprieve. For he has 
been able to present the American promise 
without its critical qualifications and to 
convey the impression that a big American 
loan is about to save the day. 

British and French officials have hasten- 
ed to say that they oppose the State De- 
partment proposal. But whatevér chance 
there was that the Army would depose the 
Chief of State and thus prepare the way 
for some sort of monarchist-Socialist coal- 
ition has been postponed indefinitely. . 


This pressure for the return of ambas- 
sadors to Madrid has impaired our moral 
prestige in many capitals, It is the sort of 
thing which Communist parties everywhere 


‘will exploit to the full. Yet the very fact 


that the announcement was so ill-timed 
does provide a real interval for the mar- 
shalling of American public opinion. 


Still Another Reversal? 


It is unfortunate that many of the anti-

DR. JOSEPH W. CHARLES 


DRLIOSEPH W CHARLES. 
FYE SPECIALIST: DIE 


Ophthalmologist Here for 54 
Years Before Retirement 
5 Years Ago. 


Dr. Joseph W. Charles, oph- 
thalmologist here for 54 years be- 
fore his retirement five years ago, 


died today at Barnes Hospital of 
infirmities. He was 82 years old. 

After his graduation from the 
old St. Louis Medical College in 
1891, Dr. Charles became assist- 
ant to the late Dr. M. Hayward 
Post, one of the nation’s famous 
eye specialists and a former 
president of the American Opthal- 
mological Society. 

Shortly after he started prac- 
tice here, Dr. Charles went to 
Europe for two years of study at 
Kiel, Germany, London, Paris 
and Berlin where he joined the 
late Dr. Albert Taussig of St. 
Louis. 

From’ 1914 to 1922 he was con- 
sultant and a member of the 
board of directors of the Missouri 
School for the Blind, and chair- 
man of the committee for the pre- 
vention of blindness of the Mis- 
sori Medical © sciety. 

Along with his private practice 
here, he was professor of ophthal- 
mology at St. Louis University for 
several years, and from 1930 to 
1934 was instructor in ophthal- 
mology at Washington University 
School of Medicine. 

He was an honor member of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, affili- 
ate Fellow of the American Medi- 
cal Association, emeritus member 
of the American Ophthalmologi- 
cal Society and life member of 
the American Academy of Oph- 
ae and Otolaryngology. 

Born in Boonville, Mo., Dr. 
Charles spent most of his early 
life in Fulton where his father, 
the Rév. Benjamin H. Charles, 
was president of the old Synodical 
College. Dr. Charles was gradu- 
ated from Westminster College in 
1887. 

In failing health for some time, 
Dr. Charles treated only his old 
patients during the past five 
years. He lived at the Sir Walter 
Raleigh apartments, 3664 Wash- 
ington avenue. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Dorothy Charles, and three neph- 
ews. Funeral services will be at 
2 p.m.

But since Sept. 23 it has been 
certain that if we did not alter 
our position, the other nations 
would have to alter their position. 
For with the Soviet Union in pos- 
session of atomic weapons, the 
military foundations of the Atlan- 
tic Security Pact have, to put it 
conservatively; been shaken. The 
atomic bomb was their shield 
against the Red Army; now they 
must find a new shield against 
the atomic bomb and the hydro- 
gen bomb. 

It is not too much to say that 
the reason why so little has been 
published abroad about this stra- 
tegical revolution is that the peo- 
ple who understand it have been 
stunned by it. Again and again 
I was told when I asked about 
it in Britain, in France, and in 
Germany that they did not dare 
to think out loud about a prob- 
lem which was at once so terrify- 
ing and so insoluble. But that 
paralysis will surely pass. The 
human instinct to survive will 
impel men to think their way out 
of. this ‘predicament. 


The London Times Speaks. 


There have been significarit 
signs, even in the midst of the 
British election campaign, that 
this is coming—that our partners 
will not be satisfied to treat the 
principles of the Baruch plan as 
the last word on the subject. The 
London Times said the other 
‘day about the urgency of “seek- 
ing a new approach” that “what- 
ever government is formed in this 
eountry after the election must 
give it full attention.” And as an 
indication of the mood in which 
the new approach is to be sought, 
the Times said that “the Rus- 
sian plan (for international eon- 
trol of atemic energy) is not so 
hopeless as to rule out all further 
negotiation, nor the American 
plan so obviously practicable as 
to require no reconsideration.” 

This does not mean, I take it, 
that the Times thinks that 
negotiations should now be 
opened with the Russians. There 
is a lot of work to be done here 
and in consultation with our 
partners before negotiations 
could lead to any good results, 
even to a clarification of the is- 
sues which prevent an agreement, 
Before we could negotiate at all, 
we shall have to reconsider the 
plan we have tried unsuccessfully 
to negotiate; we shall hdve also 
to reconsider the Russian pro- 
posals, looking not only for what 
is objectionable in them but for 
anything, if there is anything, 
which could be made acceptable. 

For we shall have to remember 
that our premise from now on is 
not the American monoply but 
the fact that there are two great 
powers each in possession of 
atomic weapons.

Sena- 
tor McMahon is too close to the 
Administration on this subject 
not to have heard something about 
a new approach if in fact any 
new approach was being studied 
seriously. 

It is hard to believe that Mr. 
Acheson will be satisfied to let 
that impression crystallize. He 
cannot, and we must believe he 
will not, let the world and this 
country think that our best and 
only contribution to a problem 
which is generating such universal 
fear and despair is a plan which 
was based on false information 
and on a fundaniental miscalcu- 
lation. How can he possibly fail 
to recognize that oug policy has to 
be reconsidered in the light of 
what we know now, but what he 
himself and Mr. Lilienthal and 
the other members of the board 
did not know, when the policy 
was first formed? 


Officials Are Too Busy. 


The appointment of a commis- 
sion of the highest qualifications 
is not only desirable. It is neces- 
sary. The re-examination of our 
policy ahd of our proposals has 
not been done, it cannot be done, 
and it will not be done by admin- 
istrative officials, including Mr. 
Acheson himself, who can devote 
only a little of their time and a 
small part of their mind and en- 
ergy to it. 

It is a safe guess that the real 
reason why the Administration 
is still standing on the old pro- 
posals is that during these four 
months Mr. Acheson and his staff 
have been too busy with so many, 
other things. .- . 

It is improbable—one mast re- 
peat—that the President and Mr. 
Acheson will resist the request 
for a re-examination by a new 
and impartial commission. But 
if they did—resist it, they would 
soon find that the solid support 
we have mustered in the United 
Nations for the Baruch plan will 
disintegrate.

out in 1949 the biggest total of 
cash dividends—$6, 495, 800,000— 
in history.
